To Mr. Scoca, we leave a class full of whisperers 

To Mr. Jannone, we leave a Secretarial Practice class that will keep his cabinet neat 
To Mr. Di Nardo, we leave a squad of twirlers who can play musical instruments 


To Dr. Cavicchia, we leave an easy-to-assemble Torch kit 


o Miss Hennings, we leave a new home room to greet her on her return from 
Englanc 


o Coach Manhoff, we leave a line of 250 pounders who will crash through all 
opposing teams
